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FOREWORD 


HINESE  porcelain  is  set  apart  in  some  not  very  obvious  fashion  from 


 4  the  art  products  of  western  culture,  in  the  sense,  perhaps,  that  it  is  a 

medium  expressing  the  chronological  progress  of  a  matured  civilization 
over  an  almost  unbroken  period  of  more  than  two  thousand  years.  The 
geographic  isolation  of  China  has  produced  a  series  of  ceramic  forms  and 
glazes  almost  uninfluenced  down  to  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  art  of 
Europe  and  western  Asia,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Chinese  came  into  con- 
tact with  Persian  forms  through  the  commerce  of  caravans.  The  Ton-Ying 
collection  of  1930,  which  has  been  selected  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Yau  to  define 
and  illustrate  the  grandeur  of  this  progress,  is  historically  speaking  an 
accurate  summary  of  achievement  in  pottery  and  porcelain  from  the  dynasty 
of  the  T'ang  (618-906)  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Ch'ien- 
lung,  the  most  famous  wares  of  each  period  being  represented  in  many 
cases  by  specimens  from  the  Imperial  collection. 

In  brief  summary,  we  may  begin  with  the  peerless  blue  glazed  pottery 
of  the  T'ang,  rare  in  the  Eumorfopoulos  and  Metropolitan  collections  and 
here  represented  by  two  quatrefoil  dishes;  contemporaneous  are  the  more 
familiar  .equestrian  statuettes,  warriors,  and  other  iconic  tomb  figures 
glazed  green  and  yellow,  and  a  unique  pair  of  Imperial  ewers  of  important 
size,  modeled  with  the  symbolic  dragon  and  phoenix  of  the  Emperor  and 
Empress.  Of  the  Sung  dynasty,  during  which  appear  the  beginnings  of 
porcelain,  arc  a  rare  plate  of  the  crackled  ko  yao,  and  an  unusually  large 
group  of  Chun  ware  from  the  Imperial  collection,  including  dishes,  bulb 
bowls,  and  gallipots;  of  the  white  ting  yao,  ranked  among  the  finest  of 
Sung  porcelain,  many  examples  deserving  of  commendation.  The  im- 
portant and  recently  discovered  class  of  Sung  pottery  known  as  the  ying 
ch'ing  (shadowy  blue),  lately  excavated  from  the  tombs  of  this  dynasty,  is 
exemplified  by  several  specimens  of  good  quality  including  bronze-form 
vases,  gallipots  with  relief  ornament,  and  other  Imperial  vessels.  The 
Ming  porcelains  comprise  a  group  of  the  Lung  Ch'iian  celadons,  the  fine 
three-color  and  five-color  temple  vases  of  the  Chia  Ching  and  Wan  Li 
periods,  a  pair  of  sang-de-boeuf  bowls,  and  a  pair  of  apple-green  bowls, 
both  the  last  very  rare. 

The  greatly  prized  seventeenth  century  monochromes,  which  reached 
their  apogee  under  K'ang-hsi,  offer  a  more  catholic  variety  of  technique 


and  color.  The  principal  classes  of  high  merit  singled  out  by  Western 
collectors  are  the  peachblooms,  the  yileh  pai  or  clair  de  lime,  which 
reached  its  full  beauty  in  the  succeeding  reign,  the  green  and  red  lang  yao, 
and  the  mirror-black  glazes,  each  of  which  expresses  in  its  own  fashion  a 
degree  of  sophistication  and  mastery  of  form  unequaled  in  ceramic  art. 
The  three-color  porcelain  and  the  semi-eggshell  cups  of  K'ang-hsi  fore- 
shadow the  early  perfection  of  decorated  porcelains. 

These  indeed  include  the  entire  range  of  the  famille  verte  and  famille 
rose  palettes,  with  temple  jars  and  vases  from  the  Imperial  collection;  we 
may  single  out  for  mention  an  unusual  pair  of  quadrangular  bottles  of  a 
transitional  type,  decorated  with  sprigs  of  flowers  upon  a  black  ground  and 
dating  from  the  early  years  of  Yung  Cheng,  and  a  dragon  vase  with  five- 
color  decoration,  sometimes  called  from  the  Imperial  yellow  ground  the 
famille  jaune. 

In  addition  to  the  porcelains,  the  collection  comprises  Peking  and 
Canton  enamels  of  the  eighteenth  century,  snuff  bottles,  carved  jades  and 
corals  of  great  beauty,  and  a  few  early  bronzes  of  high  sculptural  merit.
